So many movies are being made 
in Halifax these days the city is 
informally nicknamed “Haliwood.” 

Hollywood fare like Titanic and 
Dolores Claiborne have frequent¬ 
ly used the city as a backdrop, but 
lately Canadian filmmakers have 
taken back the streets from their 
Hollywood counterparts. 

Thom Fitzgerald’s new film 
Cloudburst recently filmed here, 
Hobo with a Shotgun cast a lurid 
light on the capital’s streets and 
Charlie Zone is a thriller set against 
the city’s soft underbelly. 

“There’s a lot going on in the 
city,” says Cole Harbour’s Mike 
Clattenberg. 

He should know. As the direc¬ 
tor of Trailer Park Boys, he made 
seven seasons of the show and two 
spinoff movies in “the Fax.” 

His new film, Afghan Luke, star¬ 
ring Terminator 3: Rise of the 
Machines star Nick Stahl, was con¬ 
ceived in Halifax but set in a place 
where “eveiything is true but the

A gonzo look at one reporter’s 
efforts to report on the truth of 
what is happening in Afghanistan, 
it’s a departure from the work the 
director is best known for. 

“I loved the 10 years we did Trail¬ 
er Park Boys,” says Clattenberg, 
who had interiors and post-pro¬ 
duction for Afghan Luke done in 
Halifax. “There was insane drunk 
lunacy, blowing up cars. All that 
stuff was really fun, but it was real¬ 
ly nice doing something entirely 
different — 80 per cent drama, 20 
per cent insanity, whereas Trailer 
Park was the other way around.”

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IWK shooting mastennind 
gets more time behind bars 

O Leblanc ‘drove the conspiracy’: Justice Kevin Coady O Leblanc has 
lengthy criminal history including property, drug and violent offences

The ringleader behind the 
shooting outside the IWK 
Health Centre in 2008 was 
sentenced Thursday to 10 
years in jail. 

Jeremy Leblanc, 29, is al¬ 
ready serving a 16-year sen¬ 
tence on another shooting 
and will now serve 26 years 
total if he’s not released 
early on parole. 

On the night of Nov. 18, 
2008, Leblanc staked out 
the IWK as Jason Hallett, an 
associate of the Melvin 
crime family, visited his 
newborn child. 

Justice Kevin Coady said 
Leblanc called in his sol¬ 
diers, kept eyes on Hallett 
and directed his underlings 
to kill Hallett just outside 
the hospital. 

Aaron Marriott fired sev¬ 
eral shots at Hallett as he 
sat in a vehicle, but Hallett 
was only hit in the wrist. 

“There is no doubt this 
would be a first-degree 
murder hearing except for 
the poor marksmanship of 
Mr. Marriott,” Coady said. 

The IWK shooting was a 
“watershed moment” as 
the public became truly 
scared they’d get caught in 
the crossfire of two rival 
drug gangs, said Crown at¬ 
torney Denise Smith. 

“This offence exposed 
innocent members of the 
public to becoming collat¬ 
eral damage,” she said at 
the Nova Scotia Supreme 


Court Thursday. 

Sixteen days after the 
IWK shooting, Leblanc 
fired at Jimmy Melvin Jr. 
outside a Cowie Hill apart¬ 
ment. Melvin was injured 
and Leblanc was sentenced 
in 2010 to 16 years for con¬ 
spiracy to commit murder. 

On Thursday, Smith 
asked for 18 years for the 
two counts against LeBlanc 
— one for attempted mur¬ 
der, one for conspiracy — 
in the IWK shooting. 

But defence lawyer Peter 
Planetta argued 34 years in

Desperate 
plea for 
leniency 
rejected

Facing decades in jail, 
Jeremy Leblanc pleaded 
with the court for le¬ 
niency on Thursday. 

“I’d just like to say I 
truly have changed my 
life over the past three 
years I’ve been incarcer¬ 
ated.” 

Leblanc said his for¬ 
mer associates laugh it 
off, but he’s realized he 
hurt his family the 
most. 

He said he’s worried 
his mother might pass 
away while her only son 
is in jail, and that his fi¬ 
ancee might move on. 
Since he’s been in jail, 
he hasn’t seen his nine- 
year-old son until 
recently. 

“The first thing he 
said to me was ‘Why 
didn’t you talk to me?’ 
and that just killed me 
inside,” he said. 

Justice Kevin Coady 
said he heard remorse 
in Leblanc’s speech but 
didn’t fully buy it. 

“I’m not able to 
accept that he is truly 
remorseful based on his 
words today,” Coady 
said, adding he’s hope¬ 
ful it’s a start. 

Leblanc waved and 
blew kisses to his fami¬ 
ly as he was escorted 
out of the courtroom. 

“Love you too,” he 
said.

STOP CRIME. Halifax police 
have released a new want¬ 
ed list to the public 
because the last one was 
so helpful.

The mother whose son was 
killed in a car accident last 
year said she “can’t put into 
words” how much she 
misses him, a victim impact 
statement stated Thursday. 

Crown attorney Melanie 
Peny read the statement at 
Dartmouth provincial court 
at the sentencing of 
Matthew Lesley Grimm, the 
19-year-old charged in the 
death of David Julien. 

“With his big smile and 
veiy big personality, David 
didn’t enter a room without 
you knowing he was 
there.... A life that should 
have been lived,” Perry read 
on behalf of Laura 
Cameron. 

On May 16,2010, Grimm 
was driving a white Honda 


Accord when it crashed in¬ 
to a power pole on Cranber¬ 
ry Crescent in Dartmouth. 
Grimm and Thomas Dixon, 
who were both 18-years-old 
at the time, fled the scene 
and thought Julien was fol¬ 
lowing close behind, the 


court heard. 

Julien, 15, died in the 
backseat of the car from his 
injuries. 

After arguments from 
the Crown and defence, 
Grimm, now 19, stood up 
and addressed the court.

“I just want you to know 
that I’m really sorry for 
what’s happened and I feel 
really bad about the car ac¬ 
cident,” he said, fidgeting 
his feet and speaking soft-

The Crown is seeking a 
sentence of four years and 
five months, while the de¬ 
fence is looking for some¬ 
where in the range of two 
years to two and a half 
years. 

Grimm was granted bail 
in June of 2010 provided 
he remain in his residence 
from 8 p.m. to 7 a.m. and 
not drink alcohol. He has 
repeatedly breached the 
conditions of his release 
and has been in custody 
since July, the court heard.

Committee called on 
again over labour law

It didn’t take long for the 
province’s new Labour 
Management Review Com¬ 
mittee to spook business or¬ 
ganizations and get 
opposition parties crying 
foul. 

The committee, created 
by last year’s controversial 
Bill 100 legislation, has in¬ 
vited business and union 
reps to an inaugural “study 
day” on Friday to discuss 
first-contract arbitration. 

First-contract arbitration 
is a mechanism that puts a 
time limit on negotiations 
between employers and 
newly unionized employ¬ 
ees. The application differs 
from jurisdiction to juris¬

diction, but basically if an 
agreement is not in place at 
the end of that limit, the 
government appoints an in¬ 
dependent arbitrator to im¬ 
pose a resolution. 

The question is why the 
NDP is considering this 
now, according to Canadian 
Federation of Independent 
Business vice-president 
Leanne Hachey. 


“In other provinces 
where first contract arbitra¬ 
tion has been introduced, 
it’s always been introduced 
with controversy and ... to 
address a problem,” she 
said. 

“We have pretty harmo¬ 
nious labour relations here. 
So our big question is why.” 

Hachey said first-con¬ 
tract arbitration is per¬ 
ceived in the small-business 
community as a “pro¬ 
union, easier-to-unionize 
piece of legislation.” 

But Tony Tracy, a repre¬ 
sentative for the Canadian 
Labour Congress, noted 
first-contract arbitration 
has nothing to do with cer¬ 
tifying a new union. 

“This is a process that ex¬ 
ists after certification,” he 
said. 


Lessons from 
Bill 100 

The ghost of the Bill 100 fil¬ 
ibuster reared its head 
again on Thursday after 
news broke the NDP may 
be considering bringing 
forward first-contract-arbi- 
tration legislation. 

Bill 100, which 
established the Labour 
Management Review Com¬ 
mittee currently consider¬ 
ing the legislation, was met 
with hostility from the 
business community and 
opposition parties, which 
tried to delay its passing de¬ 
spite an NDP majority. 

“We learned (then) not 
to trust (the NDP) when 
they bring in labour laws 
like this, so we’re going to 
put this one through the 
ringer,” said Progressive 
Conservative Leader Jamie 
Baillie. “It certainly flies 
against the principle of col¬ 
lective bargaining,” added 
Liberal Leader Stephen 
MacNeil. “This is so heavily 
weighted toward unionized 
workforce, the private-sec- 
tor employer has no

Britain says it will offer 
compensation payments 
to the families of people 
killed and wounded on 
Bloody Sunday, a nearly 
40-year-old massacre by 
British paratroopers in 
Northern Ireland that 
fueled Irish Catholic 
support for the IRA. 

Thirteen people were 
killed and 14 wounded 
on Jan. 30, 1972, in Lon¬ 
donderry when the sol¬ 


diers opened fire on a 
Catholic crowd demon¬ 
strating against 
Britain’s detention with¬ 
out trial of Irish Repub¬ 
lican Army suspects. 

Last year, Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron 
apologized after a 12- 
year investigation 
found that the soldiers 
fired without justifica¬ 
tion.

Canada’s existing public- 
health approach to 
cannabis use is unrealistic 
and should be adjusted to 
reflect the way the system 
approaches alcohol, a new 
article suggested yesterday. 

The piece, published in 
the Canadian Journal of 
Public Health, concluded 
the high prevalence of mar¬ 
ijuana use throughout the 
country requires public- 
health practitioners to ad¬ 
just their thinking around 
the substance. 

Current attitudes to¬ 
wards cannabis use are too 
rigid to be effective in the 
current environment, co¬ 
author Benedilct Fischer 
said, adding more than 10 
per cent of the adult popu¬ 
lation and about a third of 
young adults admit to using 
the drug in the past year.

eating for total abstinence 
are unrealistic given the 
drug’s widespread populari¬ 
ty, and less tolerant than 
public-health positions to¬ 
wards alcohol, tobacco and 
even injection drugs, he 
said. 

Fischer said the system 
should instead adopt a 
more conciliatory position, 
urging people to modify 
their behaviours and re¬ 
duce their personal health 


risks. 

The “lower-rislc cannabis 
use guidelines” tabled in 
the article are modelled on 
the public-health approach 
used to keep alcohol con¬ 
sumption in check over the 
years, said Fischer, research 
chair in applied public 
health at Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity. 

“I think alcohol is a real¬ 
ly good model, and in fact 
the model I look to a lot,” 


Fischer said in a telephone 
interview from Vancouver. 

Although abstinence 
from cannabis is still the 
safest approach, Fischer 
said users can take many 
steps to mitigate the drug’s 
harmful effects. 

Limiting the frequency 
and intensity of cannabis 
use can have significant 
long-term health benefits, 
Fischer said.

dian Taxpayers Federation, 
Newspapers Canada and

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Will brain scans decode our dream 


O Study focused on parts of brain that respond to 
shapes and movement rather than parts that identify 
objects O Computer was fed 18 million one-second 
YouTube clips and asked to predict brain’s response 


It sounds like science fic¬ 
tion: While volunteers 
watched movie clips, a 
scanner watched their 
brains. And from their 
brain activity, a computer 
made rough reconstruc¬ 
tions of what they viewed. 

Scientists speculate such 
an approach might, one 
day, be able to reveal 
dreams and hallucinations. 

It might help stroke vic¬ 
tims or others who have no 
other way to communi¬ 
cate, said Jack Gallant, a 
neuroscientist at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Berke¬ 
ley, and co-author of the 
paper. 

He believes such a tech¬ 
nique could eventually re¬ 
construct a dream well 
enough to be recognizable. 
But the experiment dealt 


with scenes being viewed 
through the eyes at the 
time of scanning, and it’s 
not clear how it would ap¬ 
ply to scenes generated by 
the brain instead, he said. 

The paper, published on¬ 
line Thursday by the jour¬ 
nal Current Biology, 
reports results from the 
brain scans of three co-au¬ 
thors, who had to lie mo¬ 
tionless in an MRI machine 
for hours and stay alert as 
they stared at a tiny dot, 
Gallant said. The machine 
was used for a technique 
called functional MRI, or 
fMRI. Unlike ordinary MRI, 
which reveals anatomy, 
fMRI shows brain activity. 

The first task was to 
teach the computer how 
different parts of each sub¬ 
ject’s brain responded to 


scenes of moving objects. 

Participants stared at a 
dot to keep their eyes still 
as movie clips lasting 10 to 
20 seconds unfolded in the 
background. That went on 
for two hours as the MRI 
machine tracked activity in 
their brains. 

The quality could be im¬ 
proved by better tech¬ 
niques to blend human 
forms, as well as a bigger 
storehouse of moving im¬ 
ages, Gallant said. 

Still, the overall results 
are “one of the most im¬ 
pressive demonstrations of 
the scientific knowledge of 
how the visual system 
works,” said Marcel Just, di¬ 
rector of the Center for 
Cognitive Brain Imaging at 
Carnegie Mellon Universi¬ 
ty.

fMRi not Particle rattles 
reader Einstein theory 


People shouldn’t worry 
about others secretly 
eavesdropping on their 
thoughts in the near fu¬ 
ture, since the tech¬ 
nique requires a person 
to spend long periods 
in an MRI machine, 
neuroscientist Jack Gal¬ 
lant noted. 

For now, the recon¬ 
structed movie clips 
are only crude 
representations, loose¬ 
ly mimicking shapes 
and movement. 

Michael Tarr, co-di- 
rector of the Center for 
the Neural Basis of Cog¬ 
nition, called the work 
a “cool demonstration” 
of how scientists can 
use fMRI to study the 
brain. However, Tarr 
added, “I don’t think 
people should interpret 
this as a precursor to 
mind reading.”

A fundamental pillar of 
physics — that nothing can 
go faster than the speed of 
light — appears to be 
smashed by an oddball sub¬ 
atomic particle that has ap¬ 
parently made a giant end 
run around Albert Ein¬ 
stein’s theories. 

Scientists at the world’s 
largest physics lab said 
Thursday they have clocked 
neutrinos travelling faster 
than light. That’s some¬ 
thing that according to Ein¬ 
stein’s 1905 special theory 
of relativity — the famous 
E=mc2 equation — just 
doesn’t happen. 

“The feeling that most 
people have is this can’t be 
right, this can’t be real,” 
said James Gillies, a 
spokesman for the Euro¬ 
pean Organization for Nu¬ 
clear Research, or CERN. 

Gillies told The Associat¬ 
ed Press that the readings 
have so astounded re-

CERN says a neutrino 
beam fired from a 
particle accelerator 
near Geneva to a lab 
730 kilometres away 
in Italy travelled 60 
nanoseconds faster 
than the speed of 
light. 

searchers that they are ask¬ 
ing others to independently 
verify the measurements 
before claiming an actual 
discovery. Scientists at the 
competing Fermilab in 
Chicago have promised to 
start immediately. 

The Chicago team had 
similar faster-than-light re¬ 
sults in 2007, but those 
came with a giant margin 
of error that undercut its 
scientific significance.

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U.S. paying

A senior member of the 
military says the Afghan 
army is well on the road to 
self-sufficiency thanks in 
part to Canada’s newly es¬ 
tablished training mission 
in Kabul. 

But the upbeat assess¬ 


ment from Brig.-Gen. Craig 
King, who appeared before 
a House of Commons com¬ 
mittee Thursday, stands in 
contrast to a warning from 
the U.S. Government Ac¬ 
countability Office, which 
said in a report released 
Tuesday that allied nations 
have no plan in place to 
sustain Afghan troops and 
cops once they’re trained. 

The study shows the 
U.S. paid 90 per cent of 


Afghanistan’s security bills 
between 2006 and 2010. 
According to the stark re¬ 
view, Washington covered 
62 per cent of the Karzai 
government’s overall $ 14- 
billion annual budget, 
while other donors picked 
up 28 per cent of the tab. 

Only 10 per cent of 
Afghanistan’s federal 
budget is covered by its 
own source revenues.

Riot alarm raised? 


O Documents show liquor official warned of possible 
Stanley Cup riot O Mayhem’s scale unforeseeable: Mayor 


There's new evidence the 
Vancouver police were 
warned about a possible ri¬ 
ot days before violence 
broke out during the final 
game of the Stanley Cup 
playoffs on June 15. 

The warning is con¬ 
tained in documents from 
the office of Karen Ayers, a 
senior official with the 
liquor control branch, who 


said there had been grow¬ 
ing crowds, high levels of 
intoxication and some vio¬ 
lence following an earlier 
game on June 10. 

In the note, she warns 
the liquor branch expected 
even larger crowds for the 
final game, more drunken¬ 
ness and violence, and what 
she calls “pre-riotous behav¬ 
iour.” 


In the document, Ayers 
talks about a conference 
call on the issue that includ¬ 
ed Vancouver Deputy police 
Chief Doug Lepard and sev¬ 
eral other police officers. 

However, Vancouver po¬ 
lice Chief Jim Chu has said 
consistently the police had 
no advance intelligence 
there would be a riot.

O Demand for Missoni items rivalled that of year’s 
busiest shopping day O Buzz turns to frustration

own success. 

The cheap-chic dis¬ 
counter drummed up so 
much hype around its ex¬ 
clusive, limited-time line 
by upscale Italian design¬ 
er Missoni that its website 
crashed and was down 
most of the day on Sept. 
13 when the collection 
was launched, angering 
customers. 

More than a week later, 
some shoppers who 
bought the Missoni for 
Target line are posting on 
social media websites 
Faceboolc and Twitter that 
they won’t shop at Target 
again because their on¬ 
line orders are being de¬ 
layed — or worse, 
cancelled — by the retail¬ 
er. 

Target became the dis¬ 
count industry’s darling 
by making it cool to buy 
stylish clothes and trendy 


decorations at the same 
place you pick up tooth¬ 
paste and paper towels. 

But recently, it has suf¬ 
fered from similar public- 
relations nightmares as 
its rival Wal-Mart Stores 
Inc. Earlier this year, Tar¬ 
get had its first union 
election in what is seen as 
a precursor to more 


labour disputes nation¬ 
wide. 

Now, customers are 
blasting Target on web¬ 
sites like Twitter at a time 
when Americans worried 
about the economy are 
easily being influenced by 
what their friends say on 
social media websites.

If you’re prone to mistyping email ad¬ 
dresses, here’s a new thing to worry 
about: you could be a target for spam¬ 
mers trying to sell you a dream 
vacation or a diet product by pretend¬ 
ing to be one of your friends. 

In a clever twist on spam, some 
websites with names that are confus¬ 
ingly similar to legitimate sites have 
been set up to reply to any mail sent to 
them. The responses are framed as 




out-of-office replies, but sneak in men¬ 
tions of a new product or service. 

Here’s a real-life example of how it 
works: An Associated Press reporter 
accidentally sent a message to a “veri- 
zonwireless.co” address instead of the 
proper “.com” and got this response, 
ostensibly from his contact “tom”: “I 
am out of office right now on a my 
(sic) dream vacation and will get back 
to you when I return... You should 
check this site to see how I scored the 
best travel deal for my trip.” That’s fol¬ 
lowed by a link to a site that advertises 
luxury resorts. 

The sites are registered by “typo- 
squatters,” whose goal is to make 
money from advertising as people visit 
the sites after mistyping an address in 
their browser, the associated press

Richard: Mark, I liked this 
movie. The synopsis 
sounds veiy diy, but so did 
The Social Network before 
you actually sat down and 
watched it. I thought Mon¬ 
eyball took what could be 
the dry subject of baseball 
stats and spiced it up with 
complex, interesting char¬ 
acters, a compelling hu¬ 
man story while leaving 
the usual sport’s movie 
cliches behind. What did 
you think? 

Mark: I liked it, too. It’s a 
sports movie for people 
who don’t care about 
sports. What really struck 
me about it was that while 
most movies have heroes 
who believe in intuition 
and passion, the Brad Pitt 


character sees reason and 
science as the path to suc¬ 
cess. It’s kind of a Revenge 
Of The Nerds story, except 
that Pitt couldn’t look 
nerdy if he tried. Your 
comparison with The So¬ 
cial Network is apt, 
Richard, but Billy Beane is 
played as a much nicer 
person than Mark Zuclcer- 
berg. 

RC: Maybe so, and better 
looking too. The movie 
moves at about half 
the speed of The Social 
Network but that’s 
OK; we’re not dealing with 
the fast moving world of 
cyber space here but the 
more relaxed pace of 
America’s favourite pas¬ 
time. It’s a slow build, but 


the seventh inning stretch 
is exciting. 

MB: Yes, two excellent set 
pieces towards the end of 
the movie: the rapid set of 
phone calls as players are 
swapped and dropped, and 
the montage of record 
breaking wins that come 
one after the other. But 
there’s an elegiac tone of 
melancholy that perme¬ 
ates the picture. For a cou¬ 
ple of outsiders who turn 
out to be right, Pitt and his 
crony, played admirably by 
Jonah Hill, seem to derive 
little pleasure from their 
victories. This is not a 
sports movie in which 
guys high five each other 
constantly. They’re all a 
pretty gloomy bunch. 


RC: This isn’t a baseball 
movie and despite the 
game footage, it’s not a 
sports movie either. Pitt 
and Hill, in a rare serious 
role, dominate the movie 
with their behind-the- 
scenes stories. Like The So¬ 
cial Network, Moneyball 
places the onus on the 
characters and not the 
technology that drives the 
story. We’ve seen baseball 
movies before, but we’ve 
never seen the game from 
this angle. 

MB: And I can’t say enough 
good things about Pitt’s ef¬ 
fortless acting or Jonah 
Hill’s wonderful support¬ 
ing work. He no longer 
needs the Apatow factory 
to pay his rent!

Screenwriter Will Reiser 
looks back on his own bat¬ 
tle with a rare form of 
spinal cancer in 50/50, with 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt stand¬ 
ing in for him as Adam, a 
young radio producer deal¬ 
ing with a life-changing di¬ 
agnosis. But when it came 
to casting Adam’s best 
friend, the obvious choice 
was Reiser’s real-life best 
friend, Seth Rogen (who al¬ 
so serves as a producer on 
the film). 

You were in the unique posi¬ 
tion of writing a character 
based on your best friend 
that would be played by that 
same best friend. 

I’m really proud of the per¬ 
formance Seth gave. I think 
that he did a really great 
job. And I think a part of 
that is Joe — not to discred¬ 


it Seth, but Joe is so real and 
so grounded that I think 
that it made it really easy 
for Seth to play off him. It 
was just a really relaxed set. 
The character’s not neces¬ 
sarily Seth, per se. It’s sort 
of an extension of Seth. 
There are definitely ele¬ 
ments of his personality 
that I incorporated. Like 
when we were that age, I 
was a neurotic mess, I wor¬ 
ried about eveiything. I was 
really uptight, and Seth 
would just make fun of me. 
That was our dynamic, and 
that’s very much true to 
Adam and Kyle. 

And you’re not a neurotic 
mess anymore? 

I’m a much different per¬ 
son. It sounds cliche to say 
that, but I think going 
through that experience, 
writing about it, I think it 
brought me out of my shell 
a little bit. In the movie, 
with Joe and Seth’s charac¬ 
ters, it’s not like they sit 
around and talk about their 


feelings. And that’s veiy 
much how Seth and I were. 
It wasn’t like we dealt with 
it by talking about how we 
felt. We just made jokes. 
We just talked about the ab¬ 
surdity of it all. But the ac¬ 
tual process of making the 
movie forced us to talk 
about those things. Maybe I 
was this way, maybe I did 
do certain things. Maybe I 
did push my mother away 
and put pressure on other 
people when I was sick. It 
was veiy helpful just to see 
myself from a different 
point of view. It’s incredibly 
therapeutic. 

So why the title change from 
I’m With Cancer? 

We tested that along with a 
bunch of other titles, and 
we just found that I’m With 
Cancer just kind of scared 
audiences away, just the 
idea of cancer. Which is in¬ 
teresting because our 


whole marketing campaign 
is really about being honest 
about it and not trying to 
hide. I liked the idea of can¬ 
cer being in the title. Be¬ 
cause, you know, when I set 
out to write the movie, I re¬ 
ally wanted to challenge 
the idea of what is accept¬ 
able to talk about in film. 
Cancer is this kind of taboo 
subject, and it’s almost like 
the movie can’t be about 
cancer, it’s got to be about 
something else and then 
cancer is just this plot point 
in the script. Whereas I re¬ 
ally wanted it to be just a 
meditation on the experi¬ 
ence of illness and just go 
through this journey with 
this character and really ex¬ 
plore what it’s all about. It 
was hard for a few of us to 
let go of [I’m With Cancer] 
because we were all really 
attached to it, but 50/50 
works.

Though she’s well known 
for comedy, Anna Faris 
would argue that What’s 
Your Number? is some¬ 
thing of a departure for 
her. 

“I had never really done 
a romantic comedy be¬ 
fore,” says the actress, who 
first rose to fame in the 
Scary Movie franchise. 

“Usually I get offered 
these roles that are crazy 
and broad, that don’t seem 
like veiy real characters. 
And this seemed like a veiy 
grounded character. And it 
was such a strong script.” 

The new film also marks 
the second time (after 
2008’s the House Bunny) 
that Faris has served as ex¬ 
ecutive producer on one of 


her projects — but she 
doesn’t think you should 
read too much into that. 

“I came on as an execu¬ 
tive producer, which really 
doesn’t mean much. They 
pretend to ask your opin¬ 
ion,” she says with a laugh. 

“Sometimes they lis¬ 
tened and sometimes they 


didn’t.” One of the areas 
where they apparently did¬ 
n’t listen to Faris was on 
her character’s look. 

“I had a look initially 
that I wanted to present as 
Ally. I wanted her to be a 
little chunky and a 
brunette and a little just 
sloppy — like unemployed, 


tennis shoes. But then 
there was a lot of disagree¬ 
ment about that element,” 
she says. 

“I understand that visu¬ 
ally, it’s fun to wear nice 
clothes and nice heels, and 
I get that she has a rich 
mom so that’s how we jus¬ 
tified her Prada shoes, but I 
don’t know. I’m sort of 
yearning to play the sloppi¬ 
er characters and to play 
characters that are a little 
more real.” 

And it’s becoming more 
likely to see those charac¬ 
ters on screen, Faris is hap¬ 
py to say, thanks to the 
surge of female-fronted 
comedy led by Brides¬ 
maids, the summer’s sur¬ 
prise hit. 

“Bridesmaids had 

women pooping in the 
streets. The world’s our 
oyster now,” she says, 
laughing proudly.

Stephen Malkmus just 
moved his wife and two 
children to Berlin.

It’s a really short walk. 
He called and said he was a 
producer now. I hadn’t 
heard from him and then 
out of the blue ... he men¬ 
tioned that. It just hap¬ 


pened to coincide with the 
time we were going to be 
recording, and we were 
looking to find someone 
cool who wasn’t a really 
obvious choice. 

Were there any moments in 
working with him where 
there was any resistance, ei¬ 
ther on your part or his? 

Well, yeah. He would of¬ 
ten want to make things a 
little less classic roclc- 
sounding. Some of the 
songs that were just more 
standard Jiclcs songs, he 
would want to put the gui¬ 
tars in direct and plug 
them right into the board 
without an amp and make 
them sound more up front 


and things poke out more. 
... Sometimes I would 
think, ‘that’s odd.’ I think 
it gave it a different sound 
than some other records, 
which is important. 

It sounds like you guys were 
having fun. You’re even 
laughing in the song, Stick 
Figures in Love. Do you 
remember what you were 
laughing at?

— I celebrate his life, not 
his death with some shows 
in Macclesfield and Man¬ 
chester. Then I was talk¬ 
ing to Bobby Gillespie and 
his idea of having Primal 
Scream perform Screa- 
madelica (their 1991 ca- 
reer-definer) in its entirety. 
I though to myself ‘Gor, 
that’s a good idea’ and in a 
bold moment, I said ‘I’ll 
play Unknown Pleasures.’” 

A good idea in theoiy, 
perhaps, but a surprising 
number of Joy Division 
purists were not amused. 
Condemnation came fast 
and hard. 

“Yes, and some of it has 
been oddly personal.

Wine’s

You may not think of Jew¬ 
ish cooking as trendset¬ 
ting, but truth is it has 
been focused on seasonal 
recipes sporting local in¬ 
gredients since long before 
farmers markets became 
the darling of the foodie 
scene. And the Jewish New 
Year meal, served at Rosh 
Hashanah, shows this un¬ 
intended hipness. 

Honey-thyme glazed 
chicken with cider gravy 
has a sweet autumnal 
flavour that can be tailored 
to your region by using a 
local wildflower honey and 
a cider made with heir¬ 
loom apples. 

Preparation: 

I Heat oven to 220 C (425 
F); oven rack should be 
middle of oven. 

2 Pat chickens dry and rub 
15 ml (1 tbsp) of oil over 
each. Sprinkle inside 
and outside with salt, 
pepper and 5 ml (1 tsp) 
each of the thyme. Stuff 
each with 2 onion quar¬ 
ters. Tuck wings behind 
back and tie legs togeth¬ 
er kitchen twine. 


Ingredients: 

• 2 whole chickens (each 1.8 
to 2.2 kg or 4 to 5 pounds), 
giblets discarded 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) olive oil 

• Kosher salt, to taste 

• Black pepper, to taste 

• 20 ml (4 tsp) dried thyme 

• 1 large yellow onion, 
quartered 



3 Arrange chickens, breast 
side down, on V-rack set 
inside roasting pan. 
Roast until golden, 
about 45 mins. Remove 
roasting pan from oven 
and carefully, using pa¬ 
per towels, flip chickens 

• 180 ml (3/4 cup) dry white 
wine 

• 180 ml (3/4 cup) water 
• 60 ml (4 tbsp) butter 
• 125 ml (1/2 cup) honey 
• 375 ml (11/2 cups) apple 
cider, divided 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) lemon juice 
• 500 ml (2 cups) chicken 
broth 

• 45 ml (3 tbsp) flour 


breast side up. Raise 
oven temp to 230 C (450 
F). Pour wine and water 
into roasting pan. 

Return pan to oven and 
roast until thigh meat 
registers 74 to 77 C (165 
to 170 F), about 1 hour. 
If pan dries out, add 
more water 125 ml ( 1/2 
cup) at a time. 

Glaze: In saucepan over 
1 medium heat, combine 
butter and 10 ml (2 tsp) 
of thyme. Melt butter 
and cook, stirring, 5 
mins. Add honey and 
125 ml ( 1/2 cup) of ap¬ 
ple cider, simmer until 
glaze thickens and 
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reduces, about 10 mins. 
Stir in 15 ml (1 tbsp) of 
lemon juice; set aside. 

Remove roasting pan 
from oven and brush 
chickens with thick layer 
of glaze and continue to 
roast until glaze is gold¬ 
en brown, about 10 
mins. Transfer chickens 
to cutting board, brush 
with the remaining 
glaze and let rest for 15 
mins, before cutting. 

Cider gravy: Whisk 125 
1 ml ( 1/2 cup) chicken 
broth, flour in a bowl 
until smooth. Set aside. 

Set roasting pan over 2 
burners on medium- 
high heat. Add remain¬ 
ing cider and bring to 
boil. Cook, scraping up 
bits from pan, until liq¬ 
uid reduced by about 
half, about 5 mins. Add 
remaining 375 ml ( 11/2 
cups) broth. Increase 
heat to high and return 
to a boil, whisk often. 
Boil until liquid reduced 
by about half, 5 mins. 

Whisk reserved flour- 
broth mix into pan. Boil, 
whisking constantly, un¬ 
til gravy thickens, 3 
mins. Remove from heat 
and pour through sieve 
into large measuring 
cup. Stir in remaining 15 
ml (1 tbsp) lemon juice 
and season with salt and 
pepper, to taste. Serve 
chicken with cider gravy 
for passing.

A new sheriff truly is in 
town. 

Brendan Shanahan deliv¬ 
ered a strong message as 
the NHL embarked on a 
new era of discipline, hand¬ 
ing Flyers forward Jody 
Shelley a 10-game suspen¬ 
sion and Calgaiy forward 
Pierre-Luc Letourneau- 
Leblond a five-game ban 
Thursday and accompany¬ 
ing each with a slick video 
explanation. 

The videos were posted 
to the NHL’s website, with 
the new senior vice-presi¬ 
dent for player safety and 
hockey operations describ¬ 
ing what rule was broken 
while replays were shown. 

Shelley, a former Halifax 
Moosehead, was suspended 
for the rest of the pre-sea¬ 
son and the first five regu¬ 
lar season games after 
hitting Maple Leafs forward 
Darryl Boyce from behind 
on Wednesday night. 
Shanahan cited Shelley’s 
two suspensions last year, 
and the fact Boyce suffered 
a broken nose on the play, 
as factors that weighed 
“heavily” in his decision. 

“The video clearly shows 
that Boyce has his back to 
Shelley well before the con¬ 
tact,” Shanahan explained 
in the video. “Boyce does 
not put himself in this posi¬ 
tion immediately prior to, 
or simultaneously, with the 
check. Shelley has time to 
avoid the check completely 
or at the veiy least mini¬ 
mize the contact.” 

Letourneau-Leblond was 
also disciplined for a breach 
of the NHL’s new expanded 
boarding guidelines. 


“I broke a lot of 
rules when I played 
and wasn’t always 
happy when I got 
punished — even 
when I deserved it. 

I totally understand 
the passion that’s 
involved in hockey 
and it’s one of the 
reasons why 
hockey’s a great 
sport.”

On Tuesday night, the 
Flames forward hammered 
Matt Claclcson of the Van¬ 
couver Canucks into the 
side boards from behind.

Pens’ other 
comeback 
story off to 
good start 

O Malkin returns to Pittsburgh after 
off season knee surgery © Has been 
‘dominant’ so far in pre-season 


Evgeni Malkin almost 
looked as if he was trying 
to catch up from a seven- 
month injury layoff in 60 
minutes. 

Malkin took over the 
Pittsburgh Penguins’ pre¬ 
season game against the 
Detroit Red Wings on 
Wednesday, skating with a 
purpose and playing with a 
flair that was missing dur¬ 
ing most of an injury-halt¬ 
ed 2010-11 season. 

In his first game since 
tearing two knee liga¬ 
ments against Buffalo on 
Feb. 4, Malkin scored a 
goal, set up another and 
was dazzling at both ends 
of the ice as Pittsburgh 
won 3-2. 

Malkin, the fastest 
skater on the ice, fended 
off defenceman Garnet Ex- 
elby with one arm before 
switching from his back¬ 
hand to his forehand to 
score against goalie Jimmy 
Howard. Before that, he 
made a difficult pass 
through traffic to set up a 
Chris Kunitz goal. 

While it was only a pre¬ 
season game, it was quite 
an exhibition — one that 
reminded the rest of the 
NHL what the world-class 
Russian can do when he is 
healthy and focused. 

“He was at a dominant 
level,” Penguins coach Dan 
Bylsma said. “His skating 
looked good. He was 
strong and powerful on the 
puck. To get your fans out 
of their seats in an exhibi¬ 
tion game three or four 
times by playing the right 
way, driving to the net, 
good with the puck, hunt¬ 
ing down the puck, it was a 
pretty good first game 
back from an injury.” 

With Penguins captain 
Sidney Crosby still not 
cleared for contact as he

recovers from a concussion 
that has sidelined him 
since Jan. 5, the Penguins 
will look to Malkin to lead 
the offensive charge. 

So far, the former NHL 
scoring champion and 
Conn Smythe winner al¬ 
most appears to be saying, 
“Sid can take all the time 
he wants in getting back. 
I’ll take care of everything 
until he returns.” 

With Crosby’s closely 
scrutinized comeback tak¬ 
ing place in the same train¬ 
ing camp, it’s sometimes 
overlooked that Pittsburgh 
was also without Malkin 
for the final two and a half 
months of the regular sea¬ 
son and the playoffs. 

Malkin has returned to 
training camp with a visi¬ 
ble passion and purpose af¬ 
ter working longer and 
harder than he ever has 
during the off-season in 
Russia after recovering 
from right knee surgery. 

“I had a great summer 
and worked hard,” he said. 
“My knee is not sore — 
nothing bad. I’m still going 
to play my same game. 
Nothing’s changed.”
